lice were located in ROSTOCK. It 1s considered credible that, 

apart from the Soviet koumandatura and naval units employed 

in the shipyards, ROSTOCK may have been vacated for the 

Soviet Zone German police. 


vb. No definite information on the present location of the 
Soviet 4rny units which left ROSTOCK is available. It 

seems possible that a “%OSTOCK tank unit may have been trans- 
ferred to the HAGENOW airfield. # ‘The information that an 


infantry unit (naval guard unit ?) was transferred to 
SASSNITZ requires confirmation. 
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
